John Macl ntyre, County Manager, advised that several questions were raised by the Board at yesterday's caucus regarding this item

Matt Beckstedt, G'S Program Departnment of Community Devel opnent, conducted a viewfoil presentation and di scussed background
information relative to the 911 Enhancenent Project. He reviewed the scope of work identified by the Addressing Sub-Conmttee that
woul d need to be performed by the consultant and responded to questions of the Board.

Commi ssi oner Bond stated that it appears the sub-comittee has al ready done nost of the work the consultant is being asked to do.
M. Beckstedt advised that the commttee has identified the process, but has not done the work and soneone is needed to pul
everything together and identify the standards, and obtain a consensus for those standards. Upon inquiry of Chairman Sins, M.
Beckst edt advised that the consultant would not be paid to performany activities that have al ready been acconpli shed.

Chai rman Sinms commented that the nmenbers of the sub-comrittee have full tinme responsibilities outside of the E-911 enhancenent
program and asked what woul d happen if the consultant contract was deni ed. Ri ck Bareuther, Chairman, E-911 Advisory Committee,
responded that they would have to nmake do with existing resources at the three entities; that the addressing problem has been
known for many years and there has been no headway on it, and they view this proposal as a boost to get over the hurdle and
resolve the problem that it would take a long period of time to acconplish this project in house; and that they felt this
expenditure was reasonable in order to achieve the goal of standardization anong the three entities.



Commi ssi oner Mouliot stated that the phone conpany has exact |ocations in their conmputers of every phone installed and questi oned
why a consultant should be hired when this information is already available. M. Bareuther stated that Nevada Bell requires a

t hor ough review of their records to ensure that they are consistent; that if the phone conpany records could be adopted the effort
woul d be stream i ned consi derably, but Nevada Bell strongly recommends agai nst that because their records are primarily targeted

towards installation and billing and not towards energency response, and they have indicated they do not have the degree of
confidence of those records that woul d be needed for this project. M. Beckstedt stated that the MSAG "scrub" teamis
synchroni zi ng Nevada Bell's phone records and the Conputer Aided Dispatch file, and the consultant will be doing something totally
separate which will be to | ook at standards to be inposed by all of the jurisdictions for addressing for new devel opnent, so that
the effort of going through the scrubbing process every three years will be elim nated.

Upon inquiry of Commi ssioner Shaw, M. Beckstedt and M. Bareuther advised that staff or the committee will be nonitoring the work

to be done by the consultant so there is no duplication of effort. Upon inquiry of Conm ssioner Galloway, M. Beckstedt advised
that national addressing standards are in existence but the problemis identifying what is here now, and that there is nore than
one national standard, this issue has been discussed, and it has been determ ned that not only one national standard will work in
Washoe County; and that they need assistance to identify how to pick and choose those standards.

Chairman Sins stated that he favors nmoving forward on this issue because it is inportant to do the process correctly and

t horoughly, noting that State |egislation allowed for the surcharge and the County conmitted to the public to do a perfect job

and he is concerned that if professionals are not brought in, sonmething | ess than perfect will result. He further stated that this
is a conplex issue and he understands sone of the concerns expressed by Board nenbers.

Fol l owi ng further discussion, upon recomendati on of R Richard Bareuther, Chairnman, E-911 Advisory Committee, on notion by
Commi ssi oner Bond, seconded by Commi ssioner Mouliot, which notion duly carried, Chairman Sins ordered that the expenditure of
$43, 993 from the Enhanced 911 Fund to retain Environmental Systens Research Institute (ESRI) to performconsulting services in

Di ana Langs, Sun Valley General Inprovenent District Board of Trustees, expressed their commtment to participate in this
comunity volunteer effort and advised that flyers devel oped by the ad hoc group will be inserted in the bills to educate and gain
consensus fromboth the | and owners and the tenants in the area. She reviewed issues and projects being addressed by the G D and
stated that their intent is to conplinent any ordi nance the County may approve, and they | ook forward to coordinati ng and worKki ng
with the Washoe County support team and staff; and that as a local elected G D Board they are willing to take responsibility for
the community that elected them

John Hester, Director, Departnent of Conmunity Devel opnent, introduced three staff nenbers working on this project, being Jess
Traver, County Building Oficial, Karen Carnel, Licensing Enforcenment Supervisor, and Romany Wodbeck, Community Resource Program
He conducted a viewfoil presentation regarding the necessary County support of the canpaign through the Departnment of Comrunity
Devel opnent Community Resources Program which would include a single point of contact, community training for volunteers to do
those things that would not require County staff, identification for a "storefront” l|ocation, coordination of neighborhood service
teans, preparation of a nuisance ordi nance that woul d gi ve enforcenent personnel the opportunity to cite for things that are not
now in the codes, and a proactive versus conplaint driven approach to enforcenment in Sun Valley. He stated that they have

The
anmendnent request would allow up to 57 new hones to be constructed in the Cold Springs area. The 19 acre site is currently within
a 100-year floodplain as mapped by the Federal Energency Managenment Agency (FEMA). The parcel is |ocated approximtely one mle
east of the Bordertown exit off of US 395 North, and is adjacent to Reno Park Boul evard. The parcel is within the Cold Springs
hydrographi c basin, in the NE/4, NE/ 4, Section 20, T21N, R18E, MDB&M The parcel is designated as "Suburban Comunity" on the
Truckee Meadows Regional Plan |and use diagram Adm nistrative changes to the area plan are necessary to reflect the changes
requested within this application, including a revised Public Services and Facilities Map, and a revised table of |and use
acreage. Proof was made that due and | egal notice had been given.



Dean Dei derich, Departnment of Comrunity Devel oprment, conducted a viewfoil presentation regarding this item He reviewed background
i nformati on and advi sed that the staff report to the Planning Commi ssion identified factors which do and do not support the
anmendnent request; and that the predom nate issue staff identified in the report relating to a reason for denial revolves around
wat er resource issues for the conmbined Cold Springs and Long Vall ey Hydrographic Basins; that the Board has endorsed a water
resource investigation programfor the County, and the Cold Springs water resource investigation is not expected to be conpleted
until the year 2000; that at this point in time staff does not feel confident that there woul d be water resources to support the
full build out of the planned | and uses in the Cold Springs and Long Vall ey Hydrographi c Basins; and that Medi um Density Suburban
woul d yield 57 hones and the staff report to the Planning Conmi ssion did identify an alternative for consideration being Low
Density Suburban which would yield 19 hones on the 19 acre parcel and would result in a reduced demand for water resources. M.

Di ederich further advised that if the County Comri ssion is conpelled to reverse the Planning Comr ssion action, a 2/3 vote is
requi red based on Washoe County Devel opnment Code 110.820.30(1).

A di scussion comrenced relative to water issues in Cold Springs and M. Diederich and Steve Wal ker, Water Managenent Pl anner,
responded to questions of the Board. Discussion then was held regarding the action taken by the Board on January 28, 1997 to limt
the submittal of conprehensive plan anendnent requests in the Cold Springs and Long Vall ey Hydrographic Basin until the conpletion
of the water resources investigation or a change in the available supply of water resources is recognized in the Regional Water
Management Plan. M. Diederich advised that at that January neeting staff identified that three valid active applications were on
file which would need to be reviewed on the adopted policy in place at that time, and the subject application is one of those

t hr ee.

Robert Sader, representing the Roston Conpany, stated that the Roston Conpany along with Cold Springs 2000 cane through on their
commitrment to build a conmmunity sewer plant in Cold Springs; that this is a small parcel which would require approxi mately 28-acre
feet of water, and is the only property the Roston Conmpany owns that does not have a |and use on it; and that they feel they are a
victimof circumstance in this situation and have the nisfortune of having sone poor timng. He advised that their request
submitted in Septenber was for a conmmercial shopping center which was a source of discord with adjoining residents, and numerous
neetings were held and a conpromni se was wor ked out whereby they would go with Medi um Density Suburban which the residents would
support; that they then started back through the process because the request needed to be anended and have worked with the
residents and have satisfied the i ssues which has taken a lot of tine; and that, in the neantinme, a policy cones along which now
is being used to suggest that they should be denied. He referred to discussions and actions taken by the Board in January
regardi ng the policy decision to consider a water resource noratoriumin which the notion specified that there would be no
prejudice to the three applications in progress, noting that staff nmade it clear at that time and has been totally honest and
straight forward fromthe beginning that they woul d be recommendi ng deni al because of the water issue. M. Sader stated that their
situation should be considered unique and one that is not precedent setting as it was a pre-existing application; that they agree
there should be a real concern in Cold Springs about whether there is enough water for |and use; and that, after reconsideration
since the Planning Comni ssion nmeeting, they are willing to conprom se further and woul d consider a Low Density Suburban | and use.

Chai rman Sins opened the public hearing and called on those wi shing to speak

Kelly Probasco, Chairnman, Cold Springs Community Associ ation, commended the applicant for working with the community, and
expressed appreciation for Commi ssioner Bond's efforts regarding this issue. He stated that, while the Cold Springs Comrunity
Associ ation and the North Valleys Citizen Advisory Board did support the application, there is still concern regardi ng adequate
water rights. M. Probasco then discussed Reno Park Water Conpany's protest of the application to purchase 440 acre feet from

G oria Bergendahl fromwhich this applicant is trying to purchase their water rights and stated that until this protest is renoved
fromthe application there will be no water for this devel opnent; and that he has no problemw th supporting devel opnent on the
subj ect parcel and thanks the applicant for expressing their willingness to change to a LDS | and use, but there is no water to
support any ki nd of devel oprnent.

There being no one el se wishing to speak, Chairman Sins closed the public hearing.

The Board di scussed various issues relative to this matter and M. Diederich responded to further questions.



Commi ssi oner Bond stated that she feels the applicant was caught in a tine warp and had the approval of nost of the area
residents; that the applicant has worked hard to try to accommodate the issues of the residents in Cold Springs and was one of the
three applications in process prior to the Board's action in January; and that they will have to obtain the necessary water rights
needed in order to proceed with devel opnment of the property and it would be ludicrous for the Board to second guess the water
rights issue.

She referred to various
docunents contained in the agenda material regarding this issue and revi ewed the Park Comm ssion findings for denial of the
request. Ms. Millen advised that at yesterday's caucus neeting, Jeff Codega, representing Bi shop Manogue, offered sone

possibilities for exchanges of open space including the Quilici-Capurro properties and |land along the Truckee River near MII| and
McCarran. She stated that with such short notice and limted information, staff cannot adequately address the inpacts regarding
the offer of exchange; and that M. Codega has stated they are willing to delay this itemif necessary so that those alternatives

can be expl ored.

Bill Witney, Departnment of Comrunity Devel opment, provided comments relative to the open space plan and stated that, pursuant to
the request nade by the Board at yesterday's caucus, he has anal yzed how the acreage offered for possible exchange conpares to the
subj ect property and howit would fit in with the open space plan. He advised that the new acreage is included in the site
sensitive cultural resources area like the existing acreage; that the new acreage includes visually inmportant hills, but not
visually inportant ridge lines, like the existing acreage does; that the new acreage does not include proposed trails or trail head
facilities like those depicted on the existing acreage in the regional open space plan; and that the new acreage does fit the
categories of open space, but not as well as the existing 90 acres being discussed here. Ms. Miullen and M. Witney then responded
to questions of the Board. Comnm ssioner Shaw noted that the M. Rose/ Ceiger Grade Citizen Advisory Board recomended

relinqui shment of the | ease and Ms. Mullen advised that her understanding is that they perceived the joint use possibilities to
have val ue.

Lyn Mundt, Chair, Southwest Truckee Meadows CAB, stated that her concern over the wording of the policy statenent is not so nuch
with the ideas expressed, but feels the words would apply to staff but not to a voluntary advisory board, such as the word "nust"
in the statenment regardi ng personal or financial disclosure relative to CAB matters. She stated that she feels the policy
statement is to be punitive to a particular board and she does not think it will sit well with other Boards as it does not sit
well with her Board; that the CABs try to be as professional and neutral as they can; that CAB nenbers are all advocates for the
preservation of their lifestyle, quality of Iife, neighborhoods, property values, etc.; that they know their advice is not always
taken and understand the Board and staff rules regarding this process; and that she believes the policy guidelines could be
rewitten in a way that would be nore pal atable to the nenbers.

Conmmi ssi oner Mouliot stated that "advisory" is the key word and there are boards that do not cone close to being advisory and are
advocacy boards in the purest form Comm ssioner Bond stated that she is frustrated by what is occurring where people will not go
before a CAB because of the attitude of the Chair, etc.; that the Board wants the process to work; and that she understands that
CAB nenbers are advocates of their lifestyles, but they need to be as neutral as possible when naki ng deci sions.

Ms. Steiner stated that she appreciates the Board' s position and has al so been of fended by the presentati ons by CAB nenbers as



wel | as nenbers of the public, but feels a policy already exists for renoval of nmenbers of CABs who abuse the privilege; and that
she feels it would be appropriate to provide the CABs with the opportunity to discuss these issues during which process the
menbers woul d beconme nore sensitive to their responsibilities.

Legal Counsel Shiprman advised that she participated in the drafting of the policy and it was not intended to sound heavy handed;
that there is a basic philosophical question the Board needs to answer that the CAB' s cannot answer for themwhich is that the
Board has to nake a decision about the role of the CAB. She explained that the first paragraph is intended to reflect that the
CABs were originally created to provide a forumto discuss issues and concerns within the nei ghborhoods as a reference tool for
staff to be able to process | and use applications and i npose the appropriate conditions to nmtigate the concerns within the

nei ghbor hood; that what has happened i s, because everything is put to a vote, it beconmes a win/lose situation and the issues and
concerns from both sides are not being reflected to the County Comm ssion, Planning Comm ssion, Board of Adjustment, etc.; and
that the |ast two paragraphs are intended to clarify CAB nenbers responsibilities when speaking as an individual or as a nenber of
the CAB regarding CAB natters.

Further discussion was held and Chairman Sins asked if the concerns expressed would be alleviated by changing the word "nmust" to
"shoul d." Ms. Mundt indicated that would be much better
